** Sir George Yonge rofe,.in confequence of the notice he gave ycfter- 
day, to make a motion relative to the difpofitioa or caiitonments of the 
wilitia forces. -He fet out by profeffing himfclf an enemy toa ftanding 
army, and a warm friend to that conftitutional army, the militia; but 
well as he flood affected to it, while it was kept within the bounds pre- 
feribed by the laws and the conftitution, he fhould lofe ail refpeét for it, 
the moment it. fhould aflume the form of a ftanding army. At prefent 
there. were two prounds of complaint againft the mode now adopted 
both in raifing and difpofing of the difftrent militia corps. Men were 
raifed by beat of drum in places far removed from the counties to which 
they belong. “This was in‘dircét oppofition to a pofitive law, which fub- 
jeats to a févere penalty all thofe who fhould raife men-to ferve in the 
militia by beat of drum, or otherwife than by ballot. ‘This violation of 
law was produétive of very great inconvenience to the. regular -fervice, 
as it deprived the mare!ing. regiments of thofe men,. who, finding them- 
felves excluded from the militia eérps, unlefs balloted, would enlift with 
fome recruiting party of the régulars. 

** The conftitution of the militia was at prefent, he was forry to fay, 
totally changed from the,purpofes for which it had been formed. The 
fervice of each. battalion of the militia was at firft confined to the limits 
of the county in which it was raifed. Some former Princes had, hy 
their prerogative, marched them-iuto different counties; and Edward: III. 
carried his prerogative fo far, that he marehed them into Scotland, and 
by a ftretch of the militia laws; tranfported them into Guienne,"exprefs 
ly contrary to pofitive ftatutes, which provided) that the militia thould 
never quit the kingdom ; but by a forced interpretation of the ftatutes, 
Guienne being then part of. the King’s dominions, was fuppofed to be 
within the meaning of the word kingdom, The Legiflature, however, 
did not peaceably hear with this violation of law, and a ‘new ftatute was 
made in the reign of that very Prince, by, which it was enacted, that 
the militia fhould in future be. governed by the ancient ftatutes of the 
realm, which {tatutes exprefly forbid the marching of any militia. regi- 
ment aut. of its own county, except in cafes of actual invafion. - This 
éonftitution was founded on wifdom, and could not be violated without 

the greateft detriment tu the ftate. In cafe of a defcent, how could it 
be fuppofed that a battalion ftationed in a cousty to which it did not be- 
long, could avail itfelf of the advantage of defiles to which they were 
ftrangers; of fords with which they were unacquainted ; of ftrong-holds 
which they knew nothing of? Would the people of the county be half 
fo ready to join a ftrange corps, as they would be to reinforce-one com- 
pofed of their friends, neighbours, and acquaintance ? When the French 
appeared off Plymouth laft year, a Devonshire battalion happening to 
be near that town, was joined by 500 of the people; was it likely that 
fo many perfons would have flocked to the ftandard of a corps of ftran- 

rs? ; 
ee It was poffible, he faid, to form fuch a junétion of the -battalions 
of neighbourittg counties, as would anfwer all the ends of defence, with- 
out fubjeéting the men to the inconvenience of long marches, to places 
far remote from their own counties. It was well known where it was moft 
probable’ that a defcent fhould take place ; it could not be in more than 
feven or eight parts of the kingdom. A. difpofition might therefore be 
made,. which would provide fora defence in a very fhort time. ‘The 
kingdom being divided into feven of eight diftriés, the militia of four 
or five counties cantoned fomewhere towards the center.of.the counties 


. ta which they’btlonged, would at. all times form a body of near 5000 


men. According.to the. difpofition he laid down, there would be at all 
times 20,000 men fouth of Trent, and 15,000 north of ‘Trent, ready to 
defend the country on any fadden emergency. © This would prevent the 
vexatious matching and counter-marching that he obferved, with great 
concern, évéty day took place, which could not be warranted either by 
expediency, orithe geodof the fervice, The Eaft Kent batallion Was 
fent down to Falmouth and Penryn in Cornwall; and the Suffolk miti- 
tia was ordered to. Morpeth and Alnwick, in Northumberland. This 
was a great griéfance at all times, but more efpecially at prefent, when 
a general eleétian was expected ; for, fhould the men abfent themfelves 
from their regiments, to attend the election which might be coming on 
in Cornwall, for inftance, before the Cornifh voters could arrive from 
Newcaftle upon Tyne, *thould,they be flationed there, the election would 
tn alljprobability be at anend.

** order and difpofe-the regiments, battallions, and independent com~ 
** panies of militia, that they.might not be removed to an incenveni- 
** ent diftance from the counties to which they belogg.” E 
“ Sir P. Clerke fetondeil the motion ; and pointed out.one great dif- 
advantage arifing from the frequent, aed unoeceflary marching of the 
militia to remote places; an enormous expence attended it; and, in 
the army extraordijtaries, then on the table, there was a charge of 
39,000 |. for the mere article of waggons, employed in the carriage of 


‘militia baggege. 


“ The Secretary at Wor agreed’ with Sir George Yooge, that if any 


of the militia corps were recrnited by beat of drum, it was contrary to 
law. - The corps was to he raifed by ballot ; and if fabftitutes were to 
be inrolled, they were to be procured by the perfons bafloted, and not 
by beat of drum.
